The  local  committee  makes  the  following  announcements  : 

Railroad  Arrangements. — Rates  of  a  fare  and  a  third  have  been  made  by  the  Trunk  Lines  Committee,  the  Central  Traffic  Associ¬ 
ation  and  the  Southern  Passenger  Association.  This  covers  the  territory  east  of  Chicago  and  St.  Louis,  and  north  of  New  Orleans, 
except  New  England.

The  mayor  of  Baltimore 
has  put  the  steamer  Latrobe  at  the  service  of  the  Committee.
